Reduce The Expenditures 

The public debt of Canada is seven to eight times what it was seven 
years ago, and the great bulk of this enormous increase in debt represents 
money borrowed at a much higher rate of interest than this Dominion was 
called upon to pay prior to 1914... The result is that Canada’s annual interest 
charges are now almost, if not quite, equal to the total revenue and expendi- 
ture of the Dominion a comparatively few years ago. 

In addition to this tremendous drain upon the revenues of the .country, 
Canada has a national railway system which is operating at a loss of more 
than a million dollars a week. Sir Joseph Flavelle, now chief of the Cana- 
dian National Railways directorate, declared a few weeks ago that the loss for 
1921 would be between $67,000,000 and $75,000,000. He added that the sys- 
tem would continue to lose money and he estimated that it would be from 
three to five years before it could even pay operating expenses),and that it 
might be ten years before interest charges as well could be covered by 
earnings. 

Canada also has today an extensive Government Merchant Marine which 
is operating at a loss, with many vessels tied up idle in harbors, and the 
capital value of the ships enormously depreciated as compared with their 
original cost. 

Coupled with these facts the country is faced with a declining revenue 
from Customs occasioned by decreased world trade, and the decreased buying 
power of the Canadian people. 

Faced with such a situation in his personal business, what would a keen 
financier, manufacturer, or business man, do What, in fact, do such men 
always do when they find liabilities and debts piling up? There is only one 
answer: They cut out every item of expenditure they possibly can; they stop 
expenditures on new ventures unless they are of an immediate revenue and 
profit producing character; they throw all their skill and energy into bring- 
ing their expenditure within the limits of their revenues, and rigidly refrain 
from incurring any new liabilities. In a word, they safeguard all their re- 
sources and devote careful attention to the strengthening of their credit. 

And surely that which long experience has taught the keen financier and 
commercial magnate to be good business, is equally gqod business for the 
nation. But is Canada profiting by the lessons of stich experience? It 
would seem to be necessary to record a negative answer. 

In the press reports we still read of contracts being awarded for great 
works, such as drydocks for the Pacific Coast, to cost millions of dollars. 
Reports of the launchings of new ships for the Government Merchant Marine 
still appear in print although it is an acknowledged fact that there is now a 
surplus of world shipping and those now in commission are losing money. 
Only the other day announcement was made that it had been decided to re- 
vive the building of wooden ships on the Pacific Coast. , 

With declining business and falling revenues, a business man loses no 
time in decreasing his staff; but in Canada our Governments continue to pay 
salaries to a top-heavy civil service, employing two and three men, or women, 
where one would be sufficient for.the work demanding attention. 

At a time—three years after the close of the war—when Canada should 
be beginning to gradually reduce the great debt created by the war, the ap- 
pa'¢@ig fact is that the national debt is still increasing, little or no attempt is 
made to restrict expenditures, and certainly no truly courageous effort ig. 
raade to meet the needs of an exceedingly serious situation. 

The inevitable result is that taxation is not only heavier_than ever be- 
fore known in this Dominion, but it is increasing, as it is bound to increase 
with every addition to the national debt, and as it must continue to increase 
until a vigorous and really effective attempt is made to stop all unnecessary 
expenditures, eliminate all waste and extravagance, and reduce the total of 
all national expenditures to a figure, not only within the revenue, but which 
will produce a surplus to apply in the reduction of the existing debt. 

This is not a political article in a partizan sense. The situation we 
have outlined in regard to the Dominion is more or less true in many of the 
provinces and municipalities. The debt of Ontario has been largely increas- 
ed, while recent figures show that the gross debt of the City of Toronto was 
increased by nearly $26,000,000 between January 1 and September 30 of this 
year. ; 

In view of present world conditions, this tendency to add to national, pro- 
vincial and municipal debts is all wrong. It is time the people, who must 
bear the burden and who will be the chief sufferers in the long run if a ha® 
is not soon called, must emphatically demand. a return to sanity and the 
exercise of the same prudence in the management of public business which 
the great majority of them insist upon in the handling of their private affairs.

EXPRESSES HIS IMPERIAL THANKS TO WORKERS 


In Address at Krupp Works 


Emperor William Declared That He }office, and the department has  ap- 


Was Ready at Any Time to Offer the Hand of Peace, but 
Germany’s Enemies Wished to Destroy Her 


Speaking at the Krupp munition 
works at Essen, Emperor William de- 
elared that everyone in the remotest 
corner of the fatherland knew that 
he had “left no stone unturned _ to 
shorten the war as far as possible 
for your people and for the entire 
civilized European world. 

The emperor said it took two to 
make peace, that one could not do it 
unless he could overcome the other. 
Germany, he declared, was -confront- 
ed with her enemies’ will to detsroy 
her, and she must place against this | 


her determination to prescrve her 
existence, 

After mentioning his offers of 
eace, the emperor said that the 


erman leaders had made it plain_to 
everyone who wished to understand 
“that we are-at all times ready to 
offer the hand to peace.” 


In beginning his address the em- 
peror said: 

“My dear friends at the Krupp 
works: I have long felt a desire to 
pay you a visit during this war, but, 
as you know, numerous political and 
military dutics have summoned me 
to the various battlefields and re- 
gions of war-wrecked Europe, Now 
at last, to my delight, I have suc- 
ceeded in coming here to the works 
which I have been able to observe in 
their development since my ecafliest 
childhood and the inspection of which 
has always filled me with the great- 
est admiration for German science 
and inventive energy. 

“What I want to do today is to 
express my imperial thanks to the 
directors of the Krupps, the fore- 
men, and the workmen and the work- 
women for the absolutely astounding 
manner in which the Krupps have 
been placed at the disposal of the 
German. army and its supreme war 
lord. Very great work has been ac- 
complished by all from the directors 
down to the last workman and work- 
woman, and this under increasing 
food difficulties, clothing. difficulties 
and losses, sorrows and cares which 
have spared no home, neither prince- 
ly ‘house -nor modest workman's 
Swelting : 

“Industrial mobilization, without 
distinction of age or sex, has con- 
stituted a demand such as never be- 
fore was made on the German peo- 
ple, and yet it was responded. to 
willingly and joyfully. In that con- 
nection I should like, above all, to 
express my warm thanks as the coun- 
try’s father to the women as well as 
to the girls and the. men for their 
self-sacrificing performance of their 
duty, despite their harassin cares. 
No one amongst our people should 
Imagine I- am not conversant with 
this. In my journeyings through the 
land I have spoken with many a wi- 
dow, many a peasant, many a mem- 
ber of the landwher and the land- 
sturm, whose hearts were heavy with 
tares, but who glowed with the 
thought of duty first. I have been 
touched by your cares to the depths 
pf my heart. What paternal sugges- 
tion could do to diminish the burden 

‘gs far as possible has becn done. 
Much could have been done otherwise 
and it is no wonder there is dissatis- 
faction here and there. 

“But to whom, after all, do we owe 
this? Who spoke at the very begin- 
ning of the war of starving out the 
German women and children? Who 
was it who introduced terrible hat- 
red into the war? It was the enemy. 

“Everyone of you in the remotest 
corner of the fatherland knows that 
I left no stone unturned to shorten 
the war as far as possible for you 
and your people and for the entire 
civilized European wortd. In Decem- 
ber , 1916, I presented the enemy 
public with a clear and unambiguous 
offer of peace in the name of the 
German empire and my allies: Jeers, 
contempt and mockery were the 
answer, 

“He up above knows my sense of 
responsibility. Repeatedly during the 
past months the responsible leaders 
of the imperial government have un- 
ambiguously given to understand, to 
everyone who wished to understand, 

t we are at all times ready to of- 
ler the hand to peace.”

2,000,000 Produced in U.S. Every 
Month . 


The VU. S, war department has au- 
thorized the ‘statement that hand 
grenades of four types are now be- 
ing producéd at the rate of 2,000,000 
a month, and it was predicted by or- 
dnance department officials that this 
rate of production wil] be more than 
doubled in the next four months.

Whenever I hear questioned the 
advantages of British rule in India, 
I recall an experience, says an cast- 
ern traveller, Years ago I crossed 
Persia. It was a country of glorious 
history, but seemed to have sunk to 
a state of repellent senility. It was 
as ‘though a curse had fallen upon 
the land. The people were miserable 
and ill kempt. Modern architecture 
was debased. The famous cities of 
Teheran, Isphahan and Shiraz had 
relics of past greatness, but they ‘ac- 
centuated the sordidness of the pres- 
ent. There were no roads of merit; 
there were no railways whatever, In 
all my wanderings in over half a 
hundred different countries there was 
no region so. wretchedly slothful and 
degraded as the land of the shah. 
Then, as passing through a door, I 
entered India. It was a neighboring 
eastern country, and many of the 
people were of the same race and 
the same Mohammedan faith; yet 
what a contrast! — Great seriving 
commercial cities like Bombay, Cal- 
cutta and Madras; a fine transconti- 
nental lway system; excellent 
roads everywhere; areas of great in- 
dustrial activity; all the towns well 
kept and decorated with exquisite 
gardens; on all sides att atmosphere 
of modernism, of stable government, 
of progress. I do not desire to make 
the comparison too marked, but. I 
have often wondered whether Persia 
would have been as prosperous as 
India if the British had ruled it, and 
whether India would have degenerat- 
ed 2 the position of Persia if left to 
itself, ; 


To Monopolize 
Russian Trade 


Plans are Proceeding With Syste- 
“matic Vigor 


Despite assassinations in Moscow 
and Kieff and allied military’ opera- 
tions in the far off north and east, 
Germany's plans for monopolizing 
the comemrce and trade of Russia 
roceed with systematic vigor. Helf- 

rich, the kaiser’s viceroy at Mos- 
cows was_ appointed to succeed the 
murdered Mirbach, it is now an- 
nounced in the German press, “be- 
cause he is the candidate of the Ger- 
man commercial and industrial 
party.” His administration is to de- 
vote itself “less to. political than to 
économic questions.” 

The great banking and manufac- 
turing interests are about to exploit 
the business opportunities of the Uk- 
raine in typical Prussian fashion.

The Krupps 
and other Rhenish-Westphalian steel, 
iron, and coal magnates are at the 
head of the industrial syndicate,

mys powers of resistance, and 
equally possible to underestimate 
the difficulties which still confront 
the allies, not only in a -mili 
sense, but in economic and politic 
domains, | 

Gencral speaking, soldiers are the 
chief exponents of what may be cal- 
led the ‘continued hammering ‘policy, 
with all that it implics in respect to 
the application of man-power to 
purely tmilitary purposes.

Sable and Ermine are Most Costly 

% Of All 

Ermine is the highest priced ‘of all 
furs and {is found-only in Russia and 
Scandinavia. This atiimal derivés its 
value from the fact that it becomes 
pure white in winter, only the tip of 
the tail remaining black. The skins 
ordinarily measure from 10 inches to 
12 inches long and are sold in lots 
of forty, called “timbers.” The sable 
is another costly fur. This animal 
was formerly caught in great num- 
bers, the ‘output for-Russia being 
estimated at approximately 20,000 a 
ear, but. in 1913 a ban on eable~ 
unting was put into force with « 
ew to preserving the animal from

ministers of other nations to confer 
upon the means of segeuring lasting 
conditions of peace. Peace and in- 
dustry are the prime needs of the 
world at the present time, and the 
world looks to the United States to 
lead the way.”

The methods and dates of seeding 
vary greatly in the various sections of 
the country. The general practice is 
to sow at the rate of one and one-half 
bushels to the acre about the middle 
of August on ground which has been 
worked as a summerfallow up to that 
date. The advantages claimed for 
this method are that the land receives 
a partial summerfallow and, as a re- 
sult, the yield both of pasture and 
grain is high. Another advantage is 
that the crop is able to develop a good 
top before freeze-up, and the damage 
from winter-killing is practically nil. 
While a bushel and a half is the usual 
rate of seeding at this time in the 
more humid sections, it may be in- 
creased slightly, especially if the in- 
tention is to pasture the crop heavily 
or cut it for hay. In the rier sec- 
tions it would be desirable to decrease 
slightly the amount of seed shown: 
When seeding is delayed until after the 
1st of September, it is yery seldom 
that the crop develops a sufficiently 
large top to enable it to go through 
the winter without serious danger of 
damage from winter-killing. 

Another method which is rapidly 
coming into favor is the mixing of 
winter rye seed with the oats in the 
spring, and, in this way, enabling the 
Jand to produce two crops at the same 
time. As the winter rye does not 
shoot the first year it is sown, but 
merely forms a green mat close to the 
surface of the ground, there is no dan- 
ger of the oats containing winter rye 
when threshed, and the amount of 
feed made available in the stubble 
during the fall is almost unbelievable 
if not seen. The recommended rate 
of seeding under this method is a bus- 
hel of oats and three pecks of winter 
rye per acre. Some good farmers 
yecommend sowing the oats separately 
first, and, when they are about three 
inches high, cross-drilling with winter 
rye. Slightly more seed is used when 
this is done. : 

The value of fall rye as a crop for 
the dry districts and where wind dam-

When the prairie farms of the mid- 
dle west were developed, the lack of 
trees was felt. The clear sweep of 
the winds across the flat plains was a 
great hindrance to agriculture, for the 
soil was dried out quickly by evapora- 
tion, and grain was lodged by the 
mechanical forcé of the wind. Wind- 
breaks were the only remedy, and 
thousands of miles of them were 
planted along roads and farm division 
lines. The effect of this planting, 
though only gradually felt, was very 
distinct; farming and living condi- 
tions became more favorable through- 
out the whole region. 

Any body of trees which gives pro- 
tection to buildings or crops may be 
called a windbreak. This article has 
to do, however,.only with belts of 
trees planted about fields and farm 
buildings, especially for the purpose 


jof breaking the force of the wind. The 


typical windbreak is a belt consisting 
of from six to eight rows of trees and 
usually from a quarter of a mile to a 
mile in length. 

The influence of a timber windbreak 
upon-air currents is purely mechani- 
cal. Its effectiveness depends, there- 
fore, upon how nearly impenetrable it 
is. The ordinary windbreak does not 
provide an absolute barrier to the 
wind; a certain amount of air forces 
its way between the branches and follf- 
age of the trees, so that the move- 
ment of the air on the leeward side is 
not completely stopped but only great- 
ly reduced. When windbreaks com- 
posed.of such trees as cottonwood. be- 
come old, wide openings are left be- 
tween the bare trunks, and more wind 
gets through near the ground than 
higher up. Such windbreaks can be 
made efficient only by underplanting 
the cottonwood with other trees or 
shrubs. 

An ideal windbreak for checking © 
wind currents would have the con- 
tour of an earth dam. In the central 
rows would be planted the tallest 
trees. Such a windbreak would not 
be easily penetrated, and its inclined 
surface would divert the air currents 
upward and _ relieve the horizontal 
wind pressure. 

Breaking the mechanical force of 
the wind benefits the farmer most 
tirectly by protecting his grain crops. 
The value of the windbreak in giving 
this protection is, of course, difficult 


}to measure in dollars and cents, but 


where winds are at all frequent such 
protection alone may be equal to the 
rental of the ground occupied bf the 
trees. In one case in Southern Min- 
nesota a windbreak, 80 rods long ané 
about 28 feet high along the side of a 
cornfield, afforded complete protection 
for a strip about 10 rods wide during 
a wind blowing at 50 miles an hour. 
On the unprotected part of the field 
the wind blew down half the corn and 
bent the remainder halfway, the dam- 
age beginning at the edge of the 10- 
rod strip and increasing until it was 
greatest in that part of the field far- 
thest from the windbreak. The corn 
was in the milk stage at the time of 
the high wind and.did not produce 
more than a third of a crop on the 
damaged area. On the protected por- 
tion the total saving was 260 bushels, 
or the full crop of 6 acres, whereas 
the windbreak occupied only 2 acres. 
Movement of the topsoil also may 
be checked and dust storms prevented 
by breaking the force of the wind. 
For this reason windbreaks afe of im- 
mense benefit in sandy regions or re- 
gions where the soil is very fine. 
Added to the crop and soil protec:
